EARLY ENOiJSUMEN. 



The forefathers of the mod(»ru Eng- 
lishman eame from the district now 
called Sleswiek, but which was called 
Angeln, or Kn^danil,in the fifth centu- 
ry after (ho birth of (Uirist. It lies on 
the heart of the ]>eninmda which parts 
tlie Bnlnlic from the northern seas. 
Thvy were divided into 8(»veral tribes, 
the princi|ial ones being the Engles, 
Saxons and Jute, and after they con- 
qnen'd the Britains of England, they 
wer« nierg<Hl into one nation and 
called the land they had won England 
and themselveR l*]ngliHhmen. 

They lived in ancient Angeln in 
towuH separated from each otlu>r bv 
forcRts. Each towjiHhip, (so called 
from the ^tun/ or nuigli fence and 
ditch which surrounded it) was inde 
pendent of all others. Tho chief 
building of oncli town was the resi- 
deneo of the /Elheling, or eorl, wlu) 
governed it. Around it cluHteroil the 
lowlier dw(^llingH of the frcMdings or 
ceorlH or warriors. The eorl was dis 
tiuguiHhe<l for Iuh wealth, and was 
held by the ceorls in hereditary re- 
vereneo as their leader. TIuh elnini 
of leadership, however, rested cm the 
free recognition of the villagers, as 
every ceorl was ecpnil. 

They were very clannish, and up- 
held each otber in tlu»ir disputes with 
others. Wbcm one of them couunit 
ted aeiiine, his kiuHmrn were in fact 
his sole juilgeH— they would ]>ermit 
no interference on the part of out- 
sider's. Every outrage Mas hehl to 
have heeu d(»ne against all who were 
linked in hlo(»d to the d<>er of it, 
every crime to have he(»n don** agninst 
all who wrre in lilood to the HufV(»rer 
from it. Eatdi kiuRuian was his kins- 
man's keeper, bound to protect him 
from wrong, and to gee that ho wrong 



no one. When one of them commit- 
tetl murder he was not ptU- to death, 
btit his kinsnu^n had to ])ay a certain 
price to tho kinsmen of the ninrdere<l 
man as damages for the deed. They 
fought side hy side, and dwelled side 
by side. Each town took the name of 
the family who lived in it, thus we 
have liiliinghatn (tlie ^Miam " or 
home of the Killnjgs) Harlington 
(the **tun"or town of the Harlings) iS:;c. 
The plow lan<ln ^ilono were perma- 
nently idlotted to the families of the 
freemen — tho woodland and pasture 
being free to all who elainuul to be 
ceorls or freemen. The next in rank 
to the ceorl waH the tiller of the lands 
of another, or, as ho was called, the 
liot. Ho too was free in the sense 
that his life could not be taluui l)y any 
oiH» — except his lord. To the lonl, 
however, he was bound to render duo 
Horvice in the tillage and in fight. 
He could leave neither (he lord or tho 
land at his will. As long as he stnck 
to the land and obeyed his lord his life 
and limbs were 8af(». The next and last 
grade in the village was the slaves. It 
was a class which sprang mainly from 
debt or crime. Famine sometimes 
drove nnm to sell both themselves and 
families to some one who would pT»o- 
vide \hvu\ with food. The criminal, 
also, whose kingsmen could not or 
would not pay the tine demanded be- 
came a crime-serf or slave to the 
plaintifTor the chief. In all cases the 
slave became a jiart of tlie live stock 
of the land he tilled. His children 
wore also ^daves, and the child of a 
slave mother was cimsidered a slave 
even if his fath'T was a freeman. 
Stripes and bonds were rare but still 
the master had the right of life and 
death in his hands, li' a stranger 
slew a slave, his lord elairaod dam- 
ages, if the slave was guilty of wrong 
dobig, he might be flogged to death.'^^ 
The government of the village resf- 
ed solely in tlie body of the freemen, 
whose holidays lay around (he moot- 
hill, or sacred tree,whero the comnmni- 
ty met from time to time to admit 
uKunbers do pass laws, elect head- 
men, and punish oflenders against the 
laws. This assembly was called Moot^ 
and was tho germ" of tho English 
Parliament. liesides the village moot, 
they had a sort of council of the tribe, 
each village sending delegates to it. 
This was called the lluntlred-Moot, 
and judgecl graver crimes which 
involved life or death. Above the 
Hundred Moot stood tho last and 
highest court, the Folk-Moot— the 
general muster of the people in nims, 
at once war host, the highest law 
court, and the general Parliament of 
the tribe. 

The religioti of the earlv Englisli- 
men was i>relty mucli the s'amo as the 
rest of the (lernum tribes from which 
they sprung. Tho chief god was Woden, 
tho war god. Our own names for 
some of tho days of the week still re- 
call the names of some of tlu^ j^agan 
gods. Wednesday is Woden day; 
Thursday the day of Thunder, the god 
of air, storm or rain : Friday is Freas 
day. the deity of ptvace, joy and frnit- 
fulness ; Saturday, the day of Sa^ere ; 
Tuesday, tlH> day of Tiw, to meet 
whom was death. There were a host 
of other gods whom they worshiped, 
but the above will do for a specimen. 
The English were great warriors ; 
the songs of their bards are almost all 
in praise of war. A grim love of Iiard 
fighting has always been a character- 
istic of the race. Ttieir arms and 
and weaj)ons, helmet and mailshirt, 
tall spear and javelin, sword and nxe, 
the short broad dagger which hung at 
each warrior s girdle, gave color and 
poetry to the lite of the Englislunan. 
Each sword had its name like a huumn 
beingr. The English were passionate- 
ly buul of the s(\'i, and lavished pet 
names on tluMr ships. It was *'the 
foam neekod," " the water floater" 'dike 
a bird," etc. The English, while w^c 
would think them nncivil.'zed judging 
tluun hy the present standard, were 
far from being mere savages if we 
jmlge (hem by thn nations wduch sur- 
rounded them. The remains of their 
dress, arms and jewelry, which have 
come down (o ua, while they are rude 
compared io (hose of to day, show that 
the arts and trades were* cultivated 
among them. Cloaks were often fast 
ened with golden buckles of (Mirions 
and esquisteform, set sonuMimes with 
rough jewels and inlaid with enamel, 
while rings, anudets, earrings, etc., 
prove that they know sometlnng of the 
goldsiuit h's art.

'Hiere is a clierry-stone at the 
Salem (Mass.) MuHenm, w^hich con- 
tains one dozen silver spoons, Tlie 
stone itself is of the ordinary size, 
but the spoons are so smalT that 
their shape and tinisli can only be 
well distinguished by the niicro- 
scope. Here is the result of immense 
labor fm- no decidedly useful pur- 
pose ; and tliere are "thousands of 
other objects in the world fashioned 
by ingenuitv, the value of which, in 
utilitarian sense, may be said to be 
<iuite as indiirereuV, Dr. Oliver 
gives an account of a cherry-stone on 
which were carved one hundred and 
twenty-four heads, so distinctly that 
the naked eye could distinguish those 
belougiug to }>opes and kings by 
their mitres and crowns. It w^as 
bought in Prussia for lifteen thou- 
saiui dollars, and thence conveyed to 
Kngland, where it Avas considered 
an object of so much value that its 
possession was disputed, and it 
became the object of a suit of 
chancery. One of the Nuremberg 
top-nndvcrs enclosed in a cherry- 
stone, which was exhibited at the 
iM-ench Crystal Palace, a plan of 
Sebastoiiol, a raihvav station, and 
the ** Messiah" of Ivlopstock. In 
niore remote times, an account" is 
given of an ivory chariot, construct- 
ed by Atermecules, which wtis so 
small that a tiy could cover it with 
its WMu^o;; also a ship of the same 
material, which could be hidden 
uuiler the winc^ of a bee I Pliny, 
too tells ns thatVllomer's Iliad, wn'tli 
its tifteen thousaml verses, was 
written in so small a space as to be 
contained in a nutshell ; while Elian 
mentions an artist who wrote a distich 
ill letters of ^old, which he enclosed 
in the rind of a kernel of corn. But 
tlie Harleian M. S. mentions a greater 
curiositv than any of the above, it be- 
iun; notliinix more nor less than the 
Bible, written by one Peter liales, a 
chancery clerk,' in so small a book 
thatitcouhl be enclosed within the 
shell of an Huglish walnut. Disraeli 
gives an account of many ether ex- 
ploits similar to the one of Bales. 
There is a drawinnr of the head of 
Charles II. in the library of 8t Jolnrs 
Colle.ire, Oxford, wholly com|)osed of 
minute written charactei^s, wdiich at 
a small distance resemble the lines of 
an engravino'. The head and rntf are 
saitl f o contain the Book of Psalms in 
(Ireek and the Lord's Prayer. In the 
British Museum is a portrait of Queen 
Anne, not much lari^nn* than the hand. 
On thig drawing are a number of lines 
ami scratches, which, it is asserted, 
comprise the entire contents of a thin 
folio. The modern art of photography 
is capable of effect iug w^ouders in this 
way. We have before ns the Declar- 
ation of the Independence, containing 
seven thousand eight hundred letters, 
o}\ a sjiace not larger than the head of 
a pin, which, wdien viewed through a 
microscope, may be read distinctlv.

A few weeks ni. >. a deaf and dumb 
man of Madistni, Wis., was run over 
aird killed by a fr-eight train between 
here arrd Cross Plains. His name 
was Filter Palm. The oldimt pupils 
of the Didavan, Wis., B(*hool will re- 
cognize him. Thc^y tried to fcicnre 
liim oi^' the track by whistles and 
brake, but in vain. After ho was 
struck the train stopped and carried 
him to tlie dejiot and several doctors 
were sunuinured, but he died soon 
after and was taken brudc to Madisorr. 
I was down to see him arrd recognized 
liini. His neck, leg and back, were 
broken irr several places. lie was a 
single marr, and was seen at our re- 
union lust summer, at i^bitlison. 

N*\xt house from here, there are 
four deaf and dumb persons, three 
boys arrd one girl. Orre of the boys 
is workirrg on the new Ibiil roatl. 
between here and Sauk t'ity. Another 
fellow is working on a farm, the 
other is in School in JXdavan. 'I^lie girl 
is at home helping her mother. Their 
name is White. 

Another family, by the name of 
G. W. 'i'ollip, is living about half 
a mile from this liouso. He has a 
soini nuile wife and a baby girl, aboitt 
eightet'u montlis old. He picks up any 
kind of work. His wife is a big 
woman, aird is warm onouglf to melt 
the Buow. This is th(^ reason wo 
have no sleighirrg this wiiUer. Tin* 
ronds are pretty niu«idy. 

Hugh Cork used to Hve here until 
last summer, and werrt to Minneapolis 
to work in a cooper shop. JHs 
]>arentH live here. They came from 
Manch(^ster, England, some years ago. 
Hugh went to the school in Manches- 
ter tor four yeru'H. i 

'llioinas 1^'oy is ix Hhoemakor for the 
Lrniatic yVsylum at Madison, Wiscon 
sin. lie was here <mi a visit a few 
w<M'ks ago. 

(>lrarles U. Bishop has a family here, 
of one little wife, luul 8\v<Hit girl baby 
(deven months old.

All di .1. cimi. ,^ ... i- iM»v w, i.*.- .-^aiue 
religious belief, and a catholic deaf- 
mute would not thiivk of such a thing 
as receiving as a j>ri/.e a bible of lipro- 
ti^stant, publication, no more would a 
Methodist think of receiving a Pres- 
byterian hymn book, nruch less tak- 
ing it home. A «Jew would not care 
about receiving any kind of religituis 
books, except tliosts of his own faith. 
In many cases, we have no <loubt, the 
religioas ai:ticles oflPorod as prizes at 
the Boston Leve(% wn>re nt)t altogether 
satisfactory to tlie winnc^rs, nnd less 
costly articles would have been more 
appi*ecia,tod, for the simple ronson 
that they could bo used. 

If the M. L. A. intends fo offer 
prizes in any games, theie are plenty of 
things to choose from, and they had 
best loavo religious articles alone, and 
only offer such a« will of!'end none, autl 
as tliey intend to have a leve(> " for 
the people '' they ouglit to make it 
St) that all could receive anything won 
without displeasure.

HiR 
marriage cerriuiony tf)ok place in the 
Rame cliurch where I'atrif^k Henry 
made a ttnindering orntion against the 
tyranny with whicli (leorge the 7M)ird 
was treating h'm fellow peojile. I re* 
member Patricks grand daughter's 
being introduced to me at Staunton 
in 1841.

At (Jharlottesville, Va., I had tin 



honor to dincj with one of the liigh 
tone<l profesHors of the Univfjrsity of 
Virginia, within its walls which 
Thomas Je/Terstm, the third Pre.Hidr.nt 
of the United Htates, fotjuded in 1825. 
He is called the Father of the IJniver- 
sity of Virginia. He got the idea 
about the whole establiHhment chiefly 
in Europe- -largely from (Injece. The 
Rtale gave all th(! moncsy to build and 
organize the Univeisity. Mr. JefTer- 
son origimited the plan, Rchemo, etc., 
and was an excf^Ient architect. He- 
had excf)llent and broad views abruit 
education. His grandHon iH Mr. 
Thomas J. Trisf , erne of the teachers 
in the Pennsylvania Institution, at 
J*hiladelphia. The prof(mRor with 
whom f f lined, told me that ThonniR 
JefTerRon had nniny relativeH dejjrived 
of hearing and speech, probably by 
internuirnage. T\ury are believed to 
have intermarried on account of 
dignifuHl anccHtry, or descent from 
l\jcahontflR. JtiR a fact worth record- 
ing that he once conceived an idea of 
ad<ling a d(»af-muto department to the 
University, but tluj schemes was 
strongly opposed. He would Iiave 
been (^[dled \hi' VMwr of the dejif- 
mut(!R, but for the ojiposition. His 
late residence can hoplairdy seen from 
the Uinve'rHily, though it in about 
RJx niilcR diRtant.

joint service with the n^ctor of th* 
Kjiiscopal parish. 

It may be interesting to you to 
know wimt Mr. Snyder has told me 
Last Saturday I called on him in his 
Rolit,ary room and hud a long talk 
with him, not only about religion, 
but about old timert. 

He showed me his old bible which 
the late Principal Hutton gave him 
.about fifty years ago. HiR afl'ection 
for liim as a teacher remains undiinin- 
ished. No wonder, he said, Mr. Hut 
ton was a Ijeautiful sign-.7udcer. He 
waH taught hy Lewis Weld, Charles 
fice, A. Hutton, and William R. Hous- 
ton. 

He Rays t,hat Mr. Houston is still 
preaching and teaching school at 
Union, Monroe (%>., Va. Mr. Hour- 
ton is a rc^lative to the* late General 
Samuel Houston, of Texas. He was 
connected \yith the P(»nnsylva.nla In- 
stitution for several years wluni ho re- 
signed to go to (Ireece as n mission- 
ary, in which position he renniin<;d 
a length of time, and then return- 
ed to the plae(i where he now resithis 
among the Alleglu?nieR. I had tlu- 
pleasure of meeting him in Staunton, 
about thirty years ago, and I found a 
pleaRant gentleman in him. 

Mr. Hynder showed mo his old 
blank-book, in whieh I saw some ex- 
celletjt stori<5Hi>repar<'d by his teacher, 
Mr. Houston. IrefpieRtecl him to inter 
pr(it or\i\ of the Rtories to me, which 
lie <lid wilh correctness.

Travelers can 
iidw go there in from ten to twelve 
hours I He is 71 yearR of age. 

He haR been living in thiR 
same place ^v\\y yearR. He is a g*>od 
HhoetmikfT and harn(»HRrnaker. He 
may be called a man of steady habits. 
He sayR that there are a ntntd)(T of 
deaf-mutes living in this rH'ighboih<»od; 
Rome of wliom are at school in 
Staunf.on, Va.. 

The rcjctor with whom I conducted 
the service last night, was born in 
Staunton, Va. His father was rr-etor 
of 'J'rinity (-hurch, when the?

He was 
eleeted as you all know. We feel our 
way to ffH(( hiiNHC owing (o tlu^ dark- 
ness of the night to visit our relatives 
for a U^^^f days to gi^i w(*ll rested, be- 
(!auHe we h'ld been constantly on the 
gr) for abtmt a. month. 1 kuock<}d at, 
the front door several times and they 
cried out, saying '* wh(> are you?" as 
often,, and reccuving no answer, oni' of 
them was about to fire a loaded pistol 
at th(» door when my good wife's 
familiar voice went through one of 
the windows and they knew r^/ onre 
that it came from hvi\ They ran aiui 
opened the door wekumiing ur both 
in with great joy. They then fainted. 
Jic^hold, my unworthy Ide miracuhms- 
ly .vfnvv/ by my aiTectionate wife. I 
owe many sincere* thaidcs to a Higher 
l*ower for having d(!livere(l me from 
sciveral narrow escajxis U'iwn danger. 
I know I have met with nevend un- 
Heen narrow eRcajies from death. 

It may be proper to rehito one of 
my escapes, as folIowR :

Ih'fore this reaches you, ytm will 
have IxK'H informeii that I Imld a 
Jt^ini service in Salem, lloanoke C^o., 
Virginia, last Sunday. Thank (iod, it 
was a good success. 

I bade good bye Io the fine town 
last MoUilay ; enjoyed the night's 
Rleep after a fatiguing lide all day, 
within tlie walls of the univcu'sity ol 
Virginia ; to(tk the ears fcu' Staunton 
the next morning ; nuM, my sou Loring 
at Slaurdon a few minutoR ; resumed 
my jourm^y f(»r Huntington, West 
Virginia, at 1.25.

where the grouml would be of a dark 
gray, tin* fatn* light, the buRt and 
helmet bhudv, the crest over the 
helmet brown or gray. All such 
such cam(M»3 were wrought by a 
lapidary's lathe with pointed instru- 
ments of steel, and by means of 
diauHUid dust.. Shell cameos are cut 
from large shells found on the 
African and Bra,zilia.n coasts, and 
generally slunv two layers — one white 
and the (»lher a ]rale colTeo celor or 
deep red orang. The subject ia cut 
with small KtiMd chisels out of the 
white ])<n'ti(ui of the shell.
